Not quite. Majority of drinkers 
stay within recommended limits

On any given day in the U.S., i8 percent of men and 
II percent of women drink more alcohol than federal 
guidelines recommend, according to a study that also 
found that 8 percent of men and 3 percent of women 
are full-fledged “heavy drinkers.” 

That means the great majority of Americans stay 
within the advised limit of two drinks a day for men 
and one for women, according to the study appear-

Dietetics. 

‘And in fact, most adults don’t drink at all on any 
given day,” said lead author Patricia Guenther, a 
nutritionist at the U.S. Department of Agriculture’s 
Center for Nutrition Policy and Promotion. 

“But the fact remains that it is a significant public health 
problem that many people do drink to excess.” 

Guenther said that members of the committee that draft- 
ed the current USDA guidelines on alcohol consumption 
wanted to know how many adults exceeded the limits. 

She and her colleagues collected data from a nationally rep- 
resentative survey on health and nutrition, which included 
about 5,400 adults over age 21. Among other things, each was 
asked how much alcohol they drank the previous day 

The researchers found that 64 percent of men and 79 per- 
cent of women said they drank no alcohol at all that day, and 
another 18 percent of men and 10 percent of women drank 
within the recommended amounts. 

Nine percent of men said they had three to four drinks the 
day before and 8 percent of women said they drank two to 
three alcoholic beverages, the researchers said. 

The heaviest drinkers of all were the 8 percent of men who 
had five or more drinks, and 3 percent of women who had 
four or more. 

“Overall the study confirms that rates of unhealthy alcohol 
use in the U.S. are significant,” said Jennifer Mertens, a research 
medical scientist at Kaiser Permanente Division of Research 
in Oakland, Calif, who was not part of the study

FIND ROADS ^ 
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Does the Lincoln Park spinoff 
of famous burger bar Kuma’s 
Corner live up to the original? 

It is a widely held belief 
that the best burgers 
in Chicago are found 
in a heavy metal bar in 
Avondale serving patties 
named after Pantera 
and Black Sabbath. The 
place that I speak of, dear 
burger fans, is Kuma’s 
Corner, and it also is 
notorious for its no- 
reservations policy and 
hourslong waits. 

Truth be told, I, The 
Great Burgerelli, have 
never shared in Kuma’s 
enthusiasm for death 
metal (I much prefer 
Morrissey, The Smiths 
and the occasional dose 
of underground French 
dance music, if you must 
know). But blaring soundtrack aside, I have long 
adored its burgers, so I relished the chance to 
sample this recently opened spinoff location in 
the decidedly un-metal neighborhood of Lincoln 
Park. 

During my visits, I detected a culture clash 
of sorts. I have never encountered a stroller in 
the foyer of the original Kuma’s, nor have I seen 
parents inquiring about whether the menu fea- 
tures a children’s meal. Nor have I overheard two 
middle-aged women ordering glasses of char- 
donnay (“We just have a white,” the bartender 
offered in response) and a glass of ice to chill it 
with. I am unsure whether they had mistaken 
this location of the burger mecca for a wine bar, 
but I digress. 

However un-Kuma’s-like these events seemed 
to me, I must point out that they technically are 
not in violation of Kuma’s Too’s rules, which one 
can find encased under glass and displayed in the 
hallway near the facilities. Allow me the pleasure 
of detailing a select few.

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“You will not be seated unless 
your entire party Is present.” 

’Tis true. My burger-eating companions and I 
were quoted await of 45 minutes to one hour 
at 4 p.m. on a Saturday We were seated in a 
mere 25 thanks to several parties ahead of us 
that were incomplete. Additional rules per- 
taining to wait time include: “We will NOT 
quote the wait over the phone. Tell your 
friends,” and, “Large party? Bring a book and 
some binoculars.” I must admit that I be- 
came slightly perturbed while watching two 
tables go unfilled for more than 10 minutes 
while plenty of hungry burger lovers hovered 
around the bar and entrance waiting for their 
name to be called; however, no one dared to 
complain for fear of being denied. 

“We are In the business of creat- 
ing a great burger. Let us do our 
job, and we’ll let you do yours. 

No substitutions, please.” 

There is no plain hamburger here. Our Famous 
Kuma’s Burger ($12) is as basic as it gets, served 
on a pretzel bun topped with bacon, cheddar, 
fried egg, onion, tomato and lettuce. It truly 
is a beauty to behold. This is the burger that 
so many purveyors seek to emulate, and it 
remains a finely crafted specimen— and at a 
decent price, I might add. The 10 -ounce beef 
burgers are supremely juicy and the sturdy 
pretzel bun provides a solid base. The burgers 
that I ordered medium rare and medium ar- 
rived perfectly cooked, and in my opinion, are 
the optimal temperatures at which to consume 
a Kuma’s creation. The powers that be here 
must agree, because the menu reads that “well 
done” means “burnt.” Indeed, those who plan 
to commit such a heinous act of disrespect 
toward burgerdom perhaps should take their 
dreadful tastes elsewhere. 

^‘Waffle fries will NEVER appear 
on our menu in any incarnation 
ever again. Ever. Again.” 

Many a Kuma’s fan has lamented the loss of 


the waffle fries, which were eliminated from 
the menu some time ago. It is best to avoid 
heartache and think only of the current 
choices: house-made chips, hand-cut fries or 
a salad for $2 additional. I much prefer the 
fries—crispy salty and delicious— over the 
chips. I, for one, have never witnessed any 
diner ordering the side salad. Which brings 
us, my fellow burger lovers, to the next rule ... 

''Are you joking? No. There are 
no vegan options.” 

In fact, most everything at Kuma’s is the po- 
lar opposite of vegan— the burger menu is a 
shrine to animal products in multiple forms. 
The Lair of the Minotaur matches creamy 
slices of brie with salty pancetta and slices 
of bourbon-soaked pear. The High On Fire 
juxtaposes salty prosciutto with sweet grilled 
pineapple, joined by roasted red pepper, 
sriracha sauce and sweet chili paste. Though 
the Neurosis has no additional meat com- 
ponents, it doubles up on cheese (cheddar 
and Swiss), which melts admirably alongside 
sauteed mushrooms and caramelized onion. I 
must admit the slather of horseradish mayon- 
naise was a bit sparse for my liking, but that 
was my sole complaint. All specialty burgers 
are $13, with the exception of The Slayer 
($15), a thoroughly sloppy signature plate 
of fries and a beef patty covered with chili, 
andouille sausage, onions, jack cheese and 
Anger— the latter of which, I might point 
out, refers to a beer with an ornery name, not 
the emotional state of the kitchen staff 

Bottom line: For all of the reasons one may 
abstain from the original Kuma’s — too far, 
too crowded— Kuma’s Too offers a beefy 
alternative. Though the experience is not 
identical— this Kuma’s feels lighter, brighter 
and shinier— the burgers are indeed deli- 
cious. If a statement to the tune of “No, we 
do not have chardonnay” is added to the list 
of rules in the near future, I would not be the 
least bit surprised.

Green Day’s Armstrong comes clean 


Frontman entered rehab 
following massive 
meltdown at Vegas test

Green Day frontman Billie Joe Armstrong 
said alcohol and prescription drug abuse 
forced him into rehab last year after sessions 
when he would black out and have no 
memory of what he had done. 

“I couldn’t predict where I was 
going to end up at the end of the 
night,” Armstrong, 41, the lead 
vocalist and songwriter for the 
California punk rock band, told 
Rolling Stone. 

“I’d wake up in a strange house on 
a couch. I wouldn’t remember how It was 
a complete blackout,” he said, opening up 
about years of addiction to alcohol and pre- 
scription drugs. 

Green Day canceled their fall tour last year 
and postponed other dates after Armstrong 
entered treatment for what was described at 


the time only as “substance abuse.” Armstrong 
said he finally decided to seek help after an on- 
stage rant at the IHeartRadio music festival in 
Las Vegas in September 2012, where he angrily 
smashed his guitar after being told the band 
needed to wrap up their time on stage. 

Referring to the Las Vegas incident, Arm- 
strong said “I remember tiny things.” 

“The next morning, I woke up. I asked {my 
wife] Adrienne, ‘How bad was it?’ She 
said, ‘It’s bad.’ I called my manager. 
He said, ‘%u’re getting on a plane, 
going back to Oakland and go- 
ing into rehab immediately’ ” the 
singer said in an advance excerpt 
of the interview that hits news- 
stands Friday 

The band said in December that it 
would return to the road in March and Arm- 
strong thanked fans for their support. 

Green Day formed in the late 1980s, has 
sold more than 65 million records worldwide, 
won five Grammys and produced hit albums 
such as 1994’s “Dookie” and 2004’s ‘American 
Idiot.”

What it is: a carry-on backpack with 
a built-in crush-proof, watertight case 
for a tablet, including a push-button 
latch. A front pouch easily stows ID 
and small valuables, while the midsec- 
tion holds a laptop as large as 15 inch- 
es. The backpack has a padded back 
with a zippered storage cavity hid- 
den in its lumbar padding. The bottle 

pocket can be zipped up when not in use. The bag measures 19 1/2 
inches high and 13 1/2 inches wide; it weighs less than 7 pounds. 

The good: This backpack was a favorite piece of luggage on a trip 
around Australia, where we were constantly on the go, schlepping 
a MacBook Pro, iPad, SLR, two lenses and a point-and-shoot Canon 
G10 everywhere. We squeezed the laptop, lenses and cameras 
into the main compartment, the iPad in the special waterproof 
case, and the wallet, passport and backup batteries in the front 
pocket. To further test its protectiveness, we put a small china 
plate in the tablet compartment and a china bowl in the main 
compartment then dropped the bag one story outside our apart- 
ment building. Both plates were unharmed and the bag was un- 
scathed. Pelican tested the watertight tablet case by submerging 
it in 3 feet of water for 30 minutes. We partially replicated that by 
holding the bag underwater in the bathtub face first up to its back 
straps for 60 seconds. The tablet compartment stayed dry, but the 
main compartment partially flooded and the front compartment 
got damp, so the bag still should be kept in a dry area on a boat. 
The bad: A waist strap would help ensure that my hips are carry- 
ing most of the load rather than my back.
